REPORT OF NORTH STRATFORD FIRE DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


i herewith submit the annual report of the Fire Department 
Station No. 1 for the year ending December 31, 1973. 


Inventory of fire apparatus and equipment: Engine No. 1, 
a 500-gallon pumper which carries two new air packs, a new 
portab'e pump, hose, ladders and other small equipment. Tanker 
No. 1 has an 800-gallon tank with a portable pump, hand tools, 
and some hose. The tanker is temporarily out of service, so 
the firemen can make necessary alterations. It will be back 
in service soon. 

A new pumper authorized by the Selectmen will arrive by 
mid-summer. It wil! be an Internat’onal truck with a 750-gallon- 
per-minute pump and a 750-gallon tank. The pumper will con- 
tain some new equipment. 

During the year, routine maintenance of both vehicles was 
carried out as well as lubrication and oil changes. The policy 
of maintaining tools and other small equipment was carried 
out. There was a total of 26 calls during the year. Summary 
of alarms and emergency calls: 


2 Faise Alarms 
11 Structural Fires 
7 Grass Fires 
1 Car Fire 
5 Miscellaneous Calls 
Six of the above fires were out of town and two were to 


assist Station No. 2 (Hollow). 


In conclusion, I would like to extend the thanks of this 
department to the citizens of Stratford, the Board of Selectmen, 
the heads and members of all town departments and board. 


To the officers and firefighters of this department I would 
like to extend my sincere thanks and appreciation for performance 
of their assigned duties in a cooperative and diligent manner.

I herewith submit the annual report of the Stratford Hollow 
Volunteer Fire Department for the year ending Dec. 31, 1973.

Description cf Automotive Equipment 


1. A 1949 500 g.p.m. Mack Pumper which also carries in 
addition to the regular hand tools and equipment, 1200 feet 
of 2%-inch fire hose, 400 feet of 1%-inch fire hose, a 200-foot 
booster reel, 1 Scott Air-Pak, 1 portable oxygen bottle, and 
two fire ladders. 

2. A 1953 G.M.C. Tanker ‘‘A’’ This tanker carries 1450 gal- 
lons of water, 2 portable pumps, 400 feet of 114-inch fire hose, 
first aid equipment, and a fire ladder. 

3. A 1953 GJM.C. Tanker ‘B’’. This tanker earries 1200 
gallons of water, 450 feet of 14-inch fire hose, with a 350 G.P.M. 
self-contained pump, portable generator, lighting equipment 
and hand tools. 


During the year 1973, the routine maintenance of all vehicles 
was carried out. Repairs such as spark plugs, points, and so 
forth, were made, as well as lubrication and oil changes. Tires 
and batteries were replaced as needed. 


Station and Equipment 


The policy of maintaining the tools and appliances of the 
department was continued. Fire hose was tested, checked 
and cleaned. The fire department acquired a five-ton truck 
from the State Forestry Service which is being converted into 
a Tanker which will carry 1450 gallons of water. The Fire 
Department also purchased some new equipment during the 
year, including two portable pumps, one portable oxygen bottle, 
one Scott Air-Pak and a portable generator. 


The Firemen’s Association provided benefits to its members 
and their families for marriages, births, sickness and personal 
tragedies. The Firemen’s Association also continued its policy 
of community relations with events such as its annual Children’s 
Hal'oween Party, and Junior Firemen’s Field Day. 
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Summary of Fire Alarms 


A. In New Hampshire: 
1. Railroad Fire. 
2. Two Structure Fires. 
B. In Vermont: 
1. Three Structure Fires. 
In addition to the above fires the Fire Department stood 


a 72-hour fire protection watch at Campbell Stationery while 
their sprinkling systems were out of service. 


During the year 1973, all fire alarms were answered by 
the 48 members of the Stratford Hollow Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment. Fortunately, none of the firemen sustained any serious 
or permanent injuries in the line of duty. 


Recommendations 


Through an agreement reached between the Chief of the 
Groveton Fire Department and myself, the Stratford Hollow 
Volunteer Fire Department and the Groveton Fire Deparment 
now have mutual tanker aid during fires. In lieu of this agree- 
ment, I request that residents of Stratford Hollow please notify 
the S.H.V.F.D. first in all cases of fire or emergency. The fire 
department will determine the extent of the fire or emergency. 
and the need for aid.

In conclusion I would like to extend the thanks of this 
department to the citizens of Stratford, the Board of Selectmen 
the heads and members cf all town departments and boards.

The accounts of Amy J. Blodgett, Tax Collector for the 
period January 1, 1973 to April 5, 1973, were examined previcusly 
and a report was issued to your Board on May 21, 1973.

AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged with 
the custody, receipt and disbursement of public funds were 
examined and audited in accordance with generally accepted 
auditing standards, and accordingly included such tests of the 
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accounting records and other such auditing procedures as are 
considered necessary in the circumstances. 

Verification of uncollected and unredeemed taxes was made 
by mailing notices to delinquent taxpayers as indicated by the 
Tax Collector’s records. Consequently, the amounts of uncol- 
lected and unredeemed taxes as indicated in this report are 
subject to any changes which may be necessitated by the 
return of verification notices. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


Issuance of Bonds or Long Term Notes and Application of the 
Municipal Finance Act: 


Long Term notes were issued in 1973 for the sum of $23,- 
525.00 and the procecds remitted to the Upper Connecticut 
Valley Hospital as the Town’s pro-rata share of construction. 

This is contrary to the provisions of the Municipal Finance 
Act (Chapter 33.3) which states that ‘“‘A municipality or county 
may issue its bonds or notes for the acquisition of land, for the 
cons‘ruction, reconstruction, alteration and enlargement or 
purchase of publ’e buildings, for other public works or improve- 
ments of a permanent nature, for the purchase of departmental 
equipment of a lasting character, and for the payment of 
judgements. A municipality or county shall not issue bonds or 
notes to provide for the payment of expenses for current 
maintenance and operation except as otherwise specifically pro- 
vided by law.” 

Inasmuch as the Upper Connecticut Valley Hospital is a 
privately owned institution. the issuance of long term notes by 
the Town to finance construction of such a faciliy is in our 
opinion unlawful. 


Uncollected Taxes: 
At Decembcr 31, 1973, uncollected taxes of the levies of 


1970 and prior years totaled $986.57, as shown herewith:

The lists of uncollected taxes supporting the above amounts 
should be reviewed by the Selectmen and the Tax Collector for 
the purpose of determining the collectibility of these taxes. 
Abatements should be issued for all taxes listed which are con- 
sidered to be uncollectible. With respect to those taxes which 
remain thereafter, the Tax Collector should request prompt 
payment by the taxpayers. and where taxpayers fail to respond 
to such request, the Collector should initiate appropriate collec- 
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tion procedures to secure payment of the delinquent taxes due. 


Conclusion: 

The provisions of Chapter 71-a, Section 21, require that the 
auditors’ summary of findings and recommendations (letter 
of transmittal) shall be published in the next annual report 
of the Town. Publication of the Exhibits contained in this audit 
report is optional at the discretion of fhe Boara of Selectmen. 
This letter, however, must be published in its entirety.

Last Spring Supervisory Union No. 58 received approval for 
an Overational Contract frem the Experimental Schools Program 
in Washington, D. C. This project was for three years with a 
yearly cperational budget of approximately $110,000. At the end 
of the three year period it may be extended for two additional 
years for a tetal of five years. The project is involved in working 
in the following areas (1) Language Arts—to develop a sequential 
and integrated curriculum grades K—12. (2) Vocational-Career 
Educaticn—-To provide vocational experiences and opportunities 
for students and to develop a Career Education guide K—12 to 
make students more aware of the career and job opportunities 
open to thers. (3) Outdcor Education—to develop a site to pro- 
vide opportunities to study the interrelationships existant between 
human and natural components of the community. This will in- 
clude hiking, camping, field trips, and relating these experiences 
to classroom activities. (4) Adult Education—provide tuiticn free 
courses for adults in subjects and areas of their choice. (5) 
Psychological Services—Inservice training and workshops for the 
staff to help them understand and meet the needs of their stu- 
dents. 


During the past year, a great deal of time and energy was 
expended by the staff in the schcoi toward the project. Staff 
members worked cooperatively during the summer months with 
teachers and the administration from Groveton and Stark on the 
Language Arts and Outdoor Education components. 


Three groups of Stratford students were exposed to wilder- 
ness experiences under the auspices of staff members who 
were trained by the Appalachian Mountain Club. 


A number of new mini courses and quarter courses were 
added to the curriculum for students this year. Chief among these 
were courses which demanded more student interaction and invol- 
vement and were aimed at allowing the students to closely ex- 
amine human concepts and values. 


Physical education classes have been expanded to include the 
entire elementary school. Each class in grades 1 through 6 has 
the opportunity to have a class with the physical education instruc- 
tor at least once a week. 


The Drama Club was very active and producd a children’s 
play which was presented to the elementary schools of Stratford, 
Stark, and Groveton. 

The student council has played a more active part in reviewing 
and changing student rules and policies. Some of these changes 
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Were approved by the school board. 


Our union is continuing to share the services of the North 
Country Education Services Organization with increased use of 
the Muiti-Media materials, the speech program and the audio 
visual equipment repair service. 


We are continuing to place special emphasis on helping 
students who have special needs, such as those with learning 
disabilities, speech problems and general learning difficulties. 
A course, funded by N. H. Vocational Rehabilitation funds, was 
provided to our staff with a focus on the understanding and the 
instruction of children with special educational needs. The schoois 
have also been receiving increased service from the Upper 
Connecticut Valley Mental Health Agency for psychological testing 
and consultation. 


Increased enrollments in the lower elementary grades are 
putting a real strain on our classroom space in the present 
building. We have been taking secondary classrooms for use by 
the elementary grades and have just about reached the limit. The 
board is currently considering the possibility of placing one 
elementary grade at the Hollow school. This could be accomplished 
without any major budgetary consideration. 


The present Energy Crisis is placing a heavy financial 
increase for fuel costs on our present and projected budget. Our 
current fuel cost is approximately 125% higher than in July of 
1973. We have been able to make some substantial decreases in 
energy uses but they can no where near off set the increase in 
cost. 


The Supervisory Union Office has been moved to 12 Main 
Street, Groveton and the move is working out well. The new office 
provides much more space and is more accessible for everyone. 
it is now possible to hold small meetings and conferences at the 
oifice. 


I would personally like to take this opportunity to thank 
the school, the staff, and the citizens of Stratford for the 
cooperalion and support which we received during the year.
